crowds were gathering in the 
streets 'and muttering threats of

CARLISLE IS DIVORCED. 


Carlisle is 35 years-of age and di- 
vorced. The girl is pretty and popu- 
lar. She Is the daughter of Mrs. Fan- 
nie Roberts. Carlisle boarded at the 
. house for two years. He left recently 


In a fit of resentment.against the at- 
tentions which Miss Roberts, received 
from a young-t man who lives in a 
nearby town. The agent took up 
.^bachelor . quarters in the station- 
" viouse and brooded over his affairs. 
'At 7:30 o'clock tonight Mrs. Roberts 
and her daughter and Maurice Smith 
and Mrs. Smith started for a nickle- 
odeon. Smith had promised to give 
them all a treat.

eral. At times the colonel was satiri- 
cal in 'recounting his own experiences 
during that war with higher author- 
ities and "red tape." 


,"If I ever should have occasion to 


write about the Spanish war T,should 
have to write very 
harshly of tho 
high officers of.the army and navy. 
Tho fault, however, was not theirs; it 
ivus tlie fault of the system," he said. 
'•Tho 
brigade commanders in our 
army in Cuba, however, had never 
seen a brigade in service Since the 
Civil war and then they were 'lieuten- 
ants or captains.'' Since the Civil war 
their time had been spent In an army 
post with a company, or perhaps a 
half company, where tho all-absorb* 
ing topic of conversation was the pet- 
ty fights between the captain and the 
quartermaster."'

Bureau chiefs in,the War Depart- 
ment were described by the > colonel' 
as "high-minded, estimable gentle- 
men, 
but utterly unable to unflerstand 
the conditions of modern warfare."

Its purpose is to lay bare 
he connection of water carriers with the 
and carriers with respect to competi- 
ive or non-competitive business condl- 
ions, their Interrelations through rate 
and traffic agreements or by stock, se- 
urity or other holdings. 


HOUSE ALSO PROBES. 


Some significance may attach to. t'.ils 


•rder because the House committee on 
nerchant marine and fisheries is now en- 
g-agfd In an Investigation of an alleged 
hipping" trust, but the purpose of the 
lommisslon Is to gather data for use 
n the fixing: of railroad and water rates. 


Instructions were sent today -to every 


water carrier engaged in interstate com- 
merce to make to the commission as of 
date of January 1 complete returns on 
ts capitalization, liabilities, assets, agree- 
ments and contract, fiscal relations with 
ither carriers, holdings In securities of 
ither carriers or corporations, values of 
physical • vopeUes now and when seoaed 
and the i*i>italizatlon of its equipment. 


ACCOUNT REQUIRED. 


Uniform blanks with detailed explana- 


tion were sent out today to all water car- 
riers with orders to supply the informa- 
.lon desired by the commission. 
An- 


nouncement was made that the water car- 
riers will be- required to submit an an- 
nual statement 'of their business 
ar<A 


:hey are directed to keep their accounts 
n conformity with the classification and 
;eneral balance sheet forms that nave 
been sent to them. This Is' required of 
railroads.. 


A detailed account of expenditures for 


real property is required from the water 
carriers to be classed under three gen- 


•al heads—floating equipment, terminal 


property and general expenditures. 


COST OF EQUIPMENT. 


Under each of these 
general 
heads 


lerfi shall be several subdivisions. 
Un- 


der the head of floating equipment there 
s p!ac?d Hn» equipment, harbor equip- 
ment 
and miscellaneous floating equip- 


ment. Under the head of line equipment 
the water carriers'are to report tho cost 
of equipment designated or intended pri- 
marily for transportation service, between 
terminals, and steamers, ferry boats, sail- 
Ing vessels, tug boats, canal boats and 
vessels propelled by engines. 


The harbor equipment account ia to In- 


clude lighters, transfer boats and barges. 
The miscellaneous floating equipment ac- 
count is to Include dredges, pile drivers 
and the like. 


TERMINAL PROPERTY. 


Under the terminal property head the 


commission proposes to learn who really 
owns .and controls the wharves, 
docks 


and terminals, also what It cost the own- 
ers to got control of them. In the para- 
graph dealing with waterfront and ter- 
minal grounds the commission instructs 
the carrier: 


"To this account should be charged the

INVESTMENT REPORT. 


Under the general head of assets it is 


ordered that statements shall bo made 
as to permanent and long-term Invest- 
ments, working assets, accrued Income 
not due, deferred Items and profit and 
loss. 


Under the beads of liabilities, accrued 


liabilities 'not due, deferred credit, items, 


nurnliis and nroflt and loss. 


Complete returns are required from the 


water carriers of the cost or book value 
of controlling affiliated 
and 
subsidiary 


companies, -whose property Is used by or 
forms ft part of the transportation sys- 
tem of the accounting company, which 
are pledged as collateral security for any 
of the 
accounting

debt or other obligations; also of similar

of the system.

To date 34 States in the Union have 
ratified this amendment out of a neces- 
sary 36. The amendment in effect grants 
Congress the power to levy an Income 
tax, without apportionment among the 
several States and without a census of 
enumeration ' Its adoption would serve 
in a great measure to balance any re- 
duction in tariff schedules made by tire 
Democrats.

The Nevada Divorce Law 


Talking to a leading lawyer from Nevada last 


night, he says there is hardly any doubt but what 
the State's new_ legislature, which begins its sessions 
next month, will change the present divorce law so 
as to lengthen the time for acquiring a residence for 
the purpose of commencing a divorce action from 
six months to one year. If such a. law is adopted, 
it is probable the legislature will provide that it 
shall not become effective until January 1, 
1914. 


Pressure of public opinion both in and out of the 
State, he says, makes it almost certain the law will 
be changed. The eight or ten causes for divorce 
in Nevada are not to be changed, for they practically 
correspond to the causes for divorce recently recom- 
mended for adoption by all the States by a special 
committee of the American Bar Association. My 
informant estimates that there are fully 
1000 


Easterners, mostly women, at present in Nevada 
seeking a severance of the marriage ties. Of this 
number, 500 are living in Reno and about 200 in 
Carson. Reno is strongly opposed to any change in 
the six months' residence provision, especially the 
merchants, hotel men and many lawyers. They all 
have found this business very lucrative, running, as 
it has, up into the millions during the past few 
years. The astonishing progress of the State in an 
agricultural way istringing many new settlers into 
Nevada. It is better to encourage these and other 
outside investments, he says, than to continue to 
have the State pointed at in an undesirable way 
because of the six months' residence feature of its 
divorce law.

He Left an Honored Name 


Judge John Curry, who has just died, was one of 


the ablest jurists and practicing lawyers this city 
and State ever produced. He was an ornament to 
the Supreme Court in learning and fairness. In 
private practice he amassed a fortune and his 
record was spotless. Dying at 98, both Curry's 
mental and physical vigor were remarkable. A year 
before his death he could walk up the steep Powell 
street hill to the Fairmont hotel, where he was a 
guest. After the 1906 fire he made a trip to his 
old home in New York State without in any way 
being fatigued. He returned about two years ago 
in the same good condition. For years, Judge Curry 
was a noted figure at the Palace, where he lived. 
If I mistake not, he, William C. Ralston and Senator 
Leland Stanford were the first three guests 
to 


register at that famous hostelry after Ralston first 
flung open its doors back in the seventies. A stove- 
pipe hat and Prince Albert coat were part of the 
apparel he wore for years. 
He dearly enjoyed a 


good cigar and smoked many of them, they never 
in any way affecting his health. He was fond of 
planting trees and shrubbery, liked to nve in the 
open and do much walking. Plenty of sleep, much 
walking as an exercise, together with the strong 
constitution nature had endowed him with, ac- 
counted for his long years of life, he recently told 
some friends. He kept a diary of men and events 
during his many years on this coast. It, together 
with the many letters he wrote to prominent men 
—and he a fine letter-writer—should form the basis 
of a splendid biography of him one of these days. 
He was an ardent champion of woman suffrage and 
liked to watch the successful progress 
of young 


members of the bar. 


"Above all else be honest and fair," he has told 


many of them in the years agone.

Griffin has the distinction.'of having recently won 
the international Competition for the design of the 
site for the new federal capital city of ^he common- 
wealth of Australia, comprising'an area of twenty- 
five square mileskin<what/wasia wilderness a year 
ago. 
The new city,'is to be'called Canberra, and is 


in New South1 Wales^ 'a little over a hundred miles 
from Sydney and .about" eighty miles from the east 
coast. The valueo of the prize won'by' Griffin was 
about $10,000. . The plan of the new city is of the 
radical or gyratory type. There is a principal cen- 
ter, from'which streets and boulevards radiate to 
other centers, from which in turn 
thoroughfares 


radiate to subordinate centers. The plan is com- 
plete in every "detail, covering everything the city 
will need, including street and steam railroads. The 
selection of a site for the new capital was a compro- 
mise, a vital one, for the success of the Australian 
federation was closely imperiled on the question.

Four 
hundred and sixty-six acres were planted 
to corn, oats, wheat and barley, 
and 
produced 9217 bushels, while 2613 tons of 
alfalfa, and 8787 tons of hay were har- 
vested. 
Jordan has touched on these details at 
considerable length, as well as pointing 
out tlie procrress tnat has been made and 
the opportunities that await in the fer- 
tile valleys, rich in agricultural possibil- 
ities. The scenic beauties are not over- 
looked, nor are any of the many things 
that go to make up the progressive coun- 
tv. 
This is the first time that Cala-

passports as American citizens, and were

This hampering of two American citi- 


zens, whom this country had frequently 
honored, precipitated *^he agitation which 
culminated in the action taken by Con- 
gress abrogating the tieaty of January 
1 of this year. Steps have heon taken, 
however, to continue friendly relations 
between the two countries. 


This alliance was one of the diplomatic 
marvels of the age 
Hero was a country 


which represented.the last word in au- 
tocratic tyranny assuming and maintain- 
ing a most cordial attitude towards a 
republic and a democracy which was 
fairly set out upon a mission to cast 
down those political ideals which tho 
form»r_countrv was making Its ehlof ob- 
ject to maintain. 
Notwithstanding this 


Russia has always bpen ranged qn the 
side of the United States In every inter- 
national issue involving tho welfaw of 
this government. 


At the time the question of abrogating 


the treaty was up before Congress, Pres- 
ident Taft pointed out that the treaty 
was old and antiquated and that while 
its provisions had been violated in thp 
matter of American ^Jews, thero were 
also other Important questions that had

of the 


treaty, which were not covered by It. 
It was William 
Sulzer, Democratic 


Governor-elect of the State of New York, 
who initiated the fight on tho treaty in 
the House of Representatives. As chair- 
man of tho committee on foreign affairs, 
he arose and, burning with Indignation, 
he called the attention of the House to 
the gross violation o^ the anqlent pact 
and demanded its abrogation 


Introducting a resolution to this effect, 


Mr. Sulzer precipitated a fight in the 
House which lasted several days. There

temper of the American people made 
itself felt In so palpable a manner that 
Congress voted overwhelmingly to ab- 
rogate the tieatv.

It was not until 1881 that an American 


statesman took the opposite view of the 
matter. And since the man who did was 
no other than James G. Blalne, his In- 
terpretation of the treaty has been the 
one generally accepted by the people and 
the statesmen of the United States. 


Mr. Blalne argued that Russia had 


taken advantage of a technicality In 
expelling American Jews and that such 
action was contrary to the spii It of the 
treaty. 
"You can further advise the 


Kmperor," said he In tho course of a 
letter to tha American Minister at St. 
Petersburg, 'that we can make no new 
treaty Tilth Russia nor accept anv con- 
struction of our existing treaty which 
sha.ll discriminate against any class of 
American citizens on account of their 
religious faith." 


The treaty article which the Czar is 


accused of -violating is tho first upon the 
list of fourteen articles.

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For a Save Christmas. 


Here is one reform we can all pledge ourselves to—a reform 


dictated by sanity, common sense and the exigencies of life. Let us 
strive for a sane Christmas—one in which the true Christmas spir- 
it is cherished and given full play, but which sets its face against 
useless and promiscuous present-giving, which distresses more 
people than it gratifies, and is a swapping of favors in which the 
kindest and most generous are invariably cheated. 
Christmas 


is being commercialized and degraded by the practice of giving 
expensive presents which the givers often cannot afford and 
for which the recipients as often have no use or need. Sending 
cards, tokens and inexpensive keepsakes is all right, and within 
the scope of kindly remembrance; but when present-giving goes 
beyond that (outside the family), it becomes a thing of calcula- 
tion, of snobbery and of playing upon good fellowship and 
neighborly kindness. 
We give, although we cannot afford it, 


because others give; and thus are tied to distress of mind by a 
slavish custom which has nothing whatever to do with Christ- 
mas. It poisons the social atmosphere, and gives a sordid tinge 
to the amenities of friendship and neighborly intercourse. 
Not 


knowing what to buy, people buy silly, useless things they would 
never think of buying for themselves to give away as presents. 
Could anything be more nonsensical and futile? If presents are 
exchanged on the basis of equal value, the custom would not be 
quite so bad. But even then how much more sensible for each 
person to pick out what he wants, measuring his need by the 
length of his purse, and buy his own present? Then nobody 
would be cheated or distressed, and nobody would have to spend 
money for foolish, useless presents to send in exchange for 
equally foolish, useless things received. We would all be happier 
and honester with ourselves and our neighbors if we had the 
courage to frown down a custom that is making Christmas a 
barbaric display of present-giving prompted solely by the snob 
spirit. The true Christmas spirit is lacking in the whole ar- 
rangement which gives a false color to our attitudes toward each 
other. It is responsible for a vast waste of money and a deal of 
vain show, for which we groan in spirit while professing to be 
mightily pleased. Can't we cut this whole fuss-and-feathers 
business of present-giving out and return to the simple old- 
fashioned Christmas which was-infinitely more enjoyable than 
the annual harlequinade we go through now? Let us try.

The Successor to Hon. James 


It is reported that Governor Wilson has selected Senator 


Obaciiah Gardiner of Maine for his Secretary o£ Agriculture. One 
would not ordinarily go to New England for a representative of 
the agricultural interests of the United States, but in this in- 
stance the selection may prove a wise one. Mr. Gardiner is a 
practical farmer, who has made a study and a success of agricul- 
ture in a section of the country where farming is conducted under 
many disadvantages. 


He is devoted to rural pursuits, and made his reputation in 


his home State by his intelligent discussion of farm methods and 
needs, and his ardent championship of the farming interests. He 
is a man who knows his business and loves it—the same type of 
man that the present Secretary of Agriculture, Hon. James Wil- 
son, is. The only doubt of his fitness for a place in the cabinet 
relates to his executive ability, which is an indispensable require- 
ment. 


The successor to Secretary Wilson—Tama Jim, as he is affec- 


tionately called in Iowa—h"s his work cut out for him. He will 
find a high-water mark set foi- him, and the country has come to 
expect so much from the Department of Agriculture that any de- 
cline in the standard of efficiency will be resented by the agricul- 
turists at large. Under-Secretary Wilson's direction, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has rendered a service to the country that is 
beyond computation: 
States, added enormously to the wealth of the nation and im- 
mensely to the profits of agriculture. 


Secretary Wilson aimed to make farming a business and the 


farmer a business Tnpi. He not only introduced order and method 
in the growing'arid handling of crops, but he labored to induce 
farmers to study soil and climatic conditions and the pathology of 
plant life. He informed them how to conserve and revitalize soils, 
the crops best adapted to different kinds of soils; how to breed 
and feed cattle;-the art of dairying to the best advantage and 
largest profit; the methods of propagating, growing and pruning 
fruit trees, and the uses which can be made of fruits and the by- 
products of fruit. 


His uplifting influence on the agricultural industry has digni- 


fied husbandry as a pursuit, made it more attractive and lucrative 
as a business, and lifted soil tillage out of the ruts of ignorance 
and primitive custom. In short, he has strengthened the source; 
of food supply and placed the fabric of national prosperity on a 
firmer foundation. 


Mr; Wilson has the distinction of having served continuously 


longer than any man who ever sat in the cabinet. He was first 
appointed when William McKinley took office in 1897. 
He re- 


mained in office during the administration of Theodore Roosevelt 
and will go out with William H. Taft in March, after serving six- 
teen years in the cabinet. They have been rich years for the

declaration of Dr. Edward L«e Thorn- 
dike, head of the department of psychol- 
ogy in Teachers' College at 
Columbia 


University, that human beings need no 
vacations. 
According to the professor 


the mind needs no rest save In sleep, and 
he believes that there has probably nev- 
er been a case of collapne from fatigue 
due alone to overworking the mind. Nu- 
merous experiments of this class have 
convinced him of the truth of his discov- 
ery, which, if put Into practice, would 
abolish the vacation as a useless and 
wasteful thing, Increase the productivity 
of tho worlS, and develop the mind. 


"During no waking moment," says he, 


"is there any legitimate excuse for idle- 
ness on the part of the mind 
Instead of 


a rest or vacation, the mind should be 
given new work and supplied with a 


I new Interest and motives. It should nev- 
er be allowed to rest save in sleep." 


Dr. Thorndyke, it will be noted, re- 


fers only to those persons who labor 
with the mind, rather than with 
the 


body, or, In other words, with the class 
which does not enjoy an annual vacation, 
and among which tho vacation Idea Is 
growing.

UNUSUAL 
PUNISHMENT 


The Idea which lias cropped up within 


recent years, that the State should tuin 
over to wife or children the earnings 
of tho husband or father while ho is scrv- 
ing a sentence in a penal institution, was 
a decided innovation, but Justice Crane, 
of the Supremo Court of Brooklyn, has 
gone a step further. A man convicted 
of assault in tho third degree, for kill- 
Ing the conductor of a street car, was 
sentenced to pay the widow of tho con- 
ductor ?3 a week for a period of one 


To this tho defendant, who had been 


charged with manslaughter in the sec- 
ond degree, readily agreed, 
whereupon 


after a lecture, he was set at liberty. 
The widow of the slain man, however, 
Indignantly declined to be a party to 
the proceeding, and stated that she would 
refuse to accept a penny from tho mnn 
who had been held responsible for her 
husband's death during a dispute In which 
the conductor had been knocked from 
his car. The widow of a car conductor, 
presumably, I" not left in very affluent 
circumstances, and this fact doubtless 


actuated the judge in Imposing" 
the 


unusual sentence in this case. In assum- 
ing tho attitude sho did, however, tha 
•\voman showed herself to be above such 
a consideration, and by her action must 
have won the sympathy of people jren- 
erally.

- To perfect the Eastern or American 
plant, pains are taken to break off all 
flowering shoots.« This process is called 
"topping" nnd "suckering" and forces 
the strength into the leaves, increasing 
ttieli alas. 
Thin is directly opposite to 


the culture of tho Turkish product as all 
flowering shoots are allowed to remain, 
and a harvest field

bearing stalks. 


. LEAVES ARE PICKED. 


In harvesting this crop, the leaves as 


they show the ripening hue aro stripped 
from the stalk and hauled to the shed, 
where they are 
allowed to wilt 
about 


twenty-four hours, and then strung on a 
light hemp twine with a needi* piercing 
the ton tor stem. Each end of this twine 
strung with the leaves is attached to op- 
posite ends of a pole, six feet long, and 
suspended on poles in the sun, here to re- 
main until the moisture has evaporated 
from the center, or great stem of the leaf. 


Here again Is where several made tho 


mistake ot jamming tho leaves so closely 
together on the string that the center 
stem ^mildewed and rotted.

Trieste, the principal seaport of the 


monarchy of Austria-Hungary, Is a city 
Of 
about 
260,000 .inhabitants. 
Well 


situated at the northern 
end 
of the 


Adriatic, with a deep-water harbor, its 
Importance as a market as well as a dis- 
tributing point Is beyond question. 
It 


now stands about sixth Of all Continental 
ports in total registered tonnage enter- 
Ing. 
The city has direct railway con- 


nection with all Austro-Hungarlan cities 
and with most of the adjacent trade cen- 
ters. It has regular steamship lines to 
the United States, to South America, to 
the Mediterranean ports and to the Near 
and Far East. The home offices of three 
steamship companies are In Trieste, and 
there aro six well-equipped shipyards 'In 
the city and district. The docks are in 
free port, so that merchandise may be 
landed, transhipped and forwarded with- 
out officially 
entering 
Austria. 
The 


Trieste consular district' consists of tho 
district and city- of Trieste, the Crown 
Innds of Carnlola, Gorz, Istrlo, Dalmatia, 
the annexed Provinces of Bosnia 
and 


Herzegovina, and a part of Carlnthla, 
Tyrol and Styrla. 


The principal Industries of this consular 


district arc shipbuilding, manufacture of 
Iron and .steel, wine making, quarrying; 
furniture " making, 
tanning, 
weaving; 


maufacture of paper, canning of fish and- 
foods, and raising, silkworms. 
General 


agricultural pursuits naturally give occu- 
pation to many people, but this district, 
owing to tho rugged nature of tho coun- 
try, Is a manufacturing rather than an 
agricultural district. 


During 1911 new furniture, paper and 


chemical plants were built; parts of the 
State railway were regraded and new rails 
laid; Improvements were made in the sta- 
tion and depot accommodations for pas- 
sengers and freight; and extensions were 
made In the docks of the port of Trieste., 
The further extension and Improvement of 
the port and docking facilities of this city 
Is being urged by tho chamber of com- 
merce. New stat'ons are to be built at 
certain points on the railroad and a now, 
chemical plant is to be built at Iklonfal- 
conc. The rolling mills at Servola are_to 
be enlarged to make the production 'of 
steel armor plate possible.

portant Land.

Uruguay rivals the richest countries In 
fertility, and of 
all 
South 
American 
countries population Is here the 
most 


dense, and the primary Instruction sys- 
tem beat organized. 
In the country the 
trade is Ic the hands 
of the 
general 
storekeeper, hia business 
being, quite 


complex in character, including 
stocks 


of foodstuffs, clothing, hardware, drugs, 
eta. In fact everything necessary to sat- 
isfy the simple wants 
of 
the 
people. 
These general stores are In the hands of 
Immigrants: but stock, raising, manufac- 
ture of Jerked beef, purchase of wool and 
other related branches, are 
In 
native 
hands and the descendants of the Bas- 
ques, so well known for their untiring 
activity and Intelligence. Many British 
have settled on the rich pasture lands 
along the Uruguay river and established 
large stock farms and one liquid meat 
factory 


Except the British, all Immigrants an* 
completely absorbed Into the family of 
Uruguayans from the first 
generation. 
The Spanish are to be found in Mon- 
tevideo with prominent importing houses, 
the country retail business being prac- 
tically controlled by them. 
The 
mer- 
chants of the Interior usually send 
to 
Spain for their employes, who later, as 
a rule, establish themselves In Monte- 
video as Importers of foodstuffs, and ex-' 
porters of the products of this country. 


Tho Italians remain 
in 
Montevideo, 
where they almost completely control th« 
trd.de in hardware, crockery, glass, mir- 
rors, men's hats, bhoes, etc. 


The French have important houses. Im- 
porting dry goods, wines and liquors, tha 
trade In the latter, however, having lost 
much of its importance owing to the de- 
velopment of local vineyards and the es- 
tablishment of distilleries. They largely 
control the trade in firearms and 
wo- 
men's arparel and purchase large quan- 
tities of wool, and have 
a 
successful 
chamber of commerce. 


The Germans have opened In Montevi- 
deo branches of the most Important busi- 
ness houses of Hamburg and Bremen, 
and of the largo manufactories In those 
and other cities of Germany. They oper- 
ate on a large scale in the Importation 
and exportation business, are ever ready 
to tender for contracts of all kinds, and 
own the Translatlca tramways. 


The British are in all parts of the Re- 
public, having financially strong 
houses 
engaged In Importing machinery, agricul- 
tural Implements, railway and shipping 
supplies, coal. Iron, steel, and general 
merchandise, besides owning, until re~ 
cently. nearly all the railways, the Com- 
mercial Tramways, gas works, dry dock, 
water works, the most Important 
coal 
supply yardp, and a 
largo 
department 
store. 


Finally, Americans until recently had 


no permanent Interests here othtr than 
two livestock farms, and In personnel the 
general manager of a British life Insur- 
ance company, the manager of a tele- 
phone company, the managing director of 
a British commercial house, and 
the 
heads of two missionary primary schools

Jtars. Lately an American company has 
purchased a saladero and

Postmaster Schaefer Gives List of Post- 


offices Within First Zone 


In connection with the parcel post law which becomes effective next Wed- 


nesday, January 1, Postmaster Paul Schafer of this city has issued a state- 
. ment containing provisions of the measure, and, what is most important to 
-local patrons of the post, an alphabetical hst of the postofHces in the first 
parcel post zone within a radius of fifty miles of Oakland, with the rates for 
that zone. 
Parcel post packages will be accepted for mailing only at the main office 
and stations A, B, D and B.; Emeryville, Piedmont, Fruitvale and Elmhurst, 
and station No. 10 In the Bacon block. Automobiles will be used for making? 
local delivery. 


The statement by Postmaster Schafer follows: 
The parcel post law which will become effective January 1, 1913,'provides: 
"That hereafter fourth class mail matter shall ,embrace all other matter, 
including farm and factory products, not now embraced by law In either the 
iSrst, second or third class, not exceeding eleven pounds In weight, nor greater 
In »lze than seventy-two inches In length and girth combined, nor In form or 
kind likely to injure the person of any postal employe or damage the mall 
equipment or other mail matter and not of a character perishable within a 
puiiod reatonably required for transportation and delivery," 


To avoid delay to mall and loss of postage, it ia Important that these re- 
quirements of Che parcel post regulations be thoroughly understood: 
1. 'That distinctive parcel post stamps must be used on all fourth class 
T"ltter beginning January 1, 1013, and that such matter bearing ordinary 
J)o«tage stamps will be treated aa "held for postage." 


2. 'That parcels will be mailable only at postoffices, branch postoffiees, 
Bettered and local named stations and such numbered stations as may be 
detljnated by the postmaster. 
; 


S. That all parcels must bear the return card of the sender; otherwise 
hey will' not be accepted for mailing.

Parcels may bo insured for their full value up to fifty (50) dollars, 
n the payment of a fee of ten (10) cents. A person Insuring a parcel will 
given a return receipt showing the signature of the person to whom it

erty and to give the poor as well as 
the nch the benefit of medical attend- 
ance whenever they need it. 
One 
cause of the break up of the society 
was undoubtedly the bitterness and 
unfairness of the campaign conduct- 
ed against the doctors who had the 
audacity to accept the government's 
proposal in opposition to the medical 
society. 
Such epithets as "blackleg 


doctors" appears frequently in 
the 


headlines of some of tho papers and 
articles were

them as drunkards, black sheep and 
outcasts of their profession. 
It is the under dogs that are on top 
now, not only in the medical profes- 
sion, but in many other departments 
of British activity, and Lloyd George, 
who represents them, has undoubt- 
edly, won one of the most serious bat- 
tles of his political career.

port has created something akin to

scare with the statement that the death 
rate among: men between 45 and 65 years 
of age is increasing-, and Is due to the 
"rapidity of increasing aggregation of 
population in towns and of the associated 
industrial 
conditions.',' 
All 
this, 
ho 


points out, is in spite of the gre&t reduc- 
tion in the general death rata due to 
improved social and sanitary conditions. 


"The analysis of the general death rate 


fnr the two sexes shows," Dr. ICews- 
holme says, "iViat the improvement in 


i mortality lias not taken place at all pe- 


riods of life, the higher ages participat- 
ing in it little or not at all." And, ac- 
cording to Dr. Newsholme 
and 
other 


medical authorities, it would appear that 
"we become prematurely old through ar- 
terial degeneration soon after 45," when 
the pace of the mod3rn hustle begins to 
become too much for the, overstrained 
blood vessels. 


The report adds the startling fact that 


both in men ana -women diseases of the 
hsart and blood vessels were the regis- 
tered cause of about one-third of the 
total deaths between tho ages of 55 and 
65 years. 


"The high mortality from diseases of 


the heart and blood vessels Is in part," 
says the report, "a consequence of rheu- 
matic fever in earlier life." 


Dr. T. ~\Y. Andrews, who was requested 


by the local government board to Inves- 
tigate arterial degeneration and its pre- 
mature occurrence, says there- can be no 
question that the strain of a persistently 
| high blood pressure is a fertile causa of 
premature agpe. The wearing out o? ar- 
teries is accelerated by mechanical strain, 
such as anxiety and an 
active mind 


would induce, causing high blood pres- 
sure. 


TOO MUCH IN DAY. 


Dr. Frederick J. Smith, a prominent 


.•consulting physician. gave it as his opin- 
ion that "owing to the telephone, tha 


j motor car and the taxlcab one crams 
into a couple of hours today the amount 
of work that used to take us in •?. quieter 
way half a day or more. It seems to ma 
that we are living at a quicker pace artft 
that our nerves will not staond it. 


"There is no doubt," he adds, "that a 


very lage number of patients—men over 
40—come to me with what I have labeled 
heart disease—sine bruit—that Is to say, 
not valvular. It really means a degen- 
erative- change in the heart muscles and 
the blood vessels. 


"I have no doubt in my own mind that 


this change now comes on at an earlier 
stage than It used to. There is also an- 
other element In the problem, namely, 
the nerves. Tt is, to say the least, 
an 


open question whether these drgenera. 
live changes do not almost always ba^ln 
with the nerves. 


"The causa Is tha same—the Increas- 


ing strain. 
What ona really means, I 


think, by the greater strain la tha great- 
er amount of work crammed Into a given 
time." 


The views of tha medical profession, 


however, hardly coincide with those ex- 
pressed by men prominent In ths world 
of business. 
Gordon Selfridge, head of 


one of the largest drygoods stores In Lon- 
don, believes that with plenty of sleep 
and plenty to cat no man can work too 
hard. 


LIKE MAN'S ARM. 


"Man as a whole." he says, "Is just 


like a man's arm. The arm that has no 
exercise becomes inefficient and-withers. 
The arm that has plenty of exercise, 
with the necessary 
rest, 
becomes the 


stronger arm. So with man. 
If he has 


plenty to think about and plenty to kaep 
him busy he necessarily becomes 
the 


strongest man. 


"In Germanj', where men are working 


harder than ever, -we do not hear of any 
dying too young. In America, where men 
work very hard, Indeed, there Is no spe- 
cial trouble In this direction. 
A~busl- 


ness man Is not old in America, at 65. His 
business keeps him vigorous, young and 
fit. 


"Nor dots the business man In Amer- 


ica retire. As he gets to be 65 or 70 he has 
probably so organized his business that 
his work becomes more that of supervis- 
ion. The man who retires altogether In 
America is a very great rarity, and he 
usually regrets 'It, because from that mo- 
ment he begins to run to seed, and gen- 
erally finishes up by going to a. prema- 
ture grave."

hearty man of 92, who was at school 
with Lord Strathcona. and is only one 
year younger than the high commission- 
er of Canada, adds to the controversy by 
advocating tw.o meals a day. He is a 
giant among men, standing six'feet six 
inches, and he declares he has never had 
an illness In his life. In detailing- his 
daily tr.cn-4 he sars: 


"I now have nothing at all until 1 


o'clock! In the afternoon, when I take tea, 
three eggs and three thin slices of bread 
and butter. An hour after I drink one 
glass of milk, and at 4 o'clock I have an- 
other glass. 
Tea at 5, consists of ona 


boiled egg and thin bread and butter. 
To this I now add at 8 o'clock In the 
evening another boiled egg and a little 
tea and thin bread and butter." 


Meanwhile the patronage accorded to 


the hotels and restiuirant here shows no 
diminution, nor has any increased de- 
mand for the toothsome egg been de- 
tected.

"The reason for the trjp was a rather 


romantic one," said Mrs.'Lee. "My ward 
was engaged to Henry Cooper, a. naval 
officer stationed at Shanghai. They were 
to have been married last fall, but, when 
trouble broke out in China, the American 
admiral refused 
all 
leave 
of absence. 


Consequently, it was either a case of wait- 
Ing a year or two or of Miss Gibbons 
Koine to China to be married. As It was 
manifestly Impossible for her to go alone, 
I left France, where I had been staying 
with my family at a chateau, and set out 
from Paris, September 4. 


"We traveled by way of Warsaw and 


Moscow on the transsiberlan railway from 
Kharblne to Dalny, and from there by 
boat to Shanghai. Cholera was raging there 
when we arrived, and hundreds ol the 
Chinese were dying every day, but the 
foreign residents were not affected by 
the disease at all. 


"When we crossed the border line into 
Russia we were stopped at Aicxandrova, 
the frontier city, in the middle of the 
night, and along with hundreds of dirty, 
picturesque Russian peasants we 
were 


locked in the station until our baggage 
had been examined and our passports 
O. K.'d. The consul was with us, so we 
had no trouble, but wo had to stand the

•^HE name, tundra, is applied especially to all the great 


northern plains which, bordering on the Arctic ocean ex- 
tend southward several hundred miles. The ground in 
these regions is perpetually frozen to the depth of from 


500 to ^00 feet. During the summer it thaws down only one or 
two feet. The surface is covered with reindeer moss, lichens, 
flowering plants, berry bushes and low shrubs. 


This northland during the summer i.s a veritable paradise for 


more than 200 species of birds,* They come here from the south 
to nest and rear their young, being attracted by the large avail- 
tuic supply of nutritious food. 


Nowhere else in the world is there in the summer season such 


an abundance of both animal and vegetable life. Here are found 
birds of gay plumage, melodious song and webbed feet, brilliant 
flowers and many kinds of berries. Cranberries and crowberries 
grow in great profusion in the tundra swamps. Among the bird 
families may be mentioned geese, clucks, swans, plovers, bantings, 
waxwings, grosbeaks, tits, pipits, warblers, terns, gulls wagtails, 
swallows, night hawks, sandpipers and skylarks. 


GREAT MOSQUITO HATCHERIES. 


For three months when perpetual day smiles on land, lake and 


river, the Arctic wilds become the world's greatest mosquito 
hatcheries. Countless billions of these detestable insects hatch 
out in the tundra marshes every year, and when disturbed rise 
sometimes in such dense clouds as to almost obscure the sun. Yet 
these very pests both in the larvae and adult stages furnish the 
chief food for countless land birds, water fowls and their young. 


The Arctic mosquito is of large size, its body being one-third 


of an inch long. These blood-thirsty creatures cannot injure the 
bird families since their bodies are protected by feathers and 
their bills and feet by horny coverings. 


About the last of May the snow begins to melt and bare spots 


of ground become visible some two thousand miles south of the 
North Pole. The migratory birds now commence to.arrive and 
swarm on every bare spot and open water. They follow up closely 
the disappearing snow eager to reach their nesting places. 


At this time the snow belt recedes rapidly northward, the rate 


being four miles an hour. Within two or three weeks the sun 
andLthe south wind conjointly have laid bare these frozen plains 
almost if not auite to the very shores of the Arctic ocean. Winter 
is now banished and summer with its heat has come, making 
nearly the whole face of the country one great morass and prac- 
tically inaccessible to man. Sunshine continues through the en- 
tire day, causing all vegetable life to grow with astonishing 
rapidity. In fact, within from twelve to twenty hours after the 
snoy/ has disappeared certain kinds of plants spring up and 
flcrvier. 


By the last of June all of the bird families have arrived and 


find plenty of food. Various kinds of berries kept in cold storage 
jjjferough the long winter and mosquitoes galore are found oh 
?very hand. 


As the season advances fresh berries are constantly ripening. 


These with seeds, bugs, worms and mosquitoes form a varied and 
palatable diet. 


HOME OF MILLIONS OF BIRDS. 


Not hundreds of thousands, but millions of birds -find here an 


ideal summer home with food to their liking, the larvae of mos- 
quitoes being specially well adapted for nourishing their young. 


Invigorated by the pure air, bathed in perpetual sunshine and 


subjected to few enemies, bird life here is one long continuous 


_ j song of joy expressed in a babel of voices. 


•As soon as the first frosts proclaim the advent of winter, tlie 
irent birds, together with their progeny, wing their way south 


to more genial climes. Thus are their migrations repeated year 
after year. 


In reference to the geographical limitations of the earth's crust 


that is permanently frozen, it may be stated that soil has been 
found permanently frozen in many parts of the northern hemi- 
sphere far south of the Arctic circle. 


DEPTH OF FROZEN GROUNDS. 


At Yakutsk a few years ago a merchant tired of drawing water 
fr*i the Lena river, determined to sink a well in his back yard. 
His workmen after digging down a few feet found the soil 
frozen hard as a rock. Thinking to soon get through the frozen 
part, the owner ordered the work to be continued. When 105 feet 
had been reached and there was no sign of success, the project 
wa^ abandoned. 


The Imperial Academy of Sciences at St. Petersberg, learning 


of the attempt determined to find out the depth of frozen ground 
a^/that place, so they set men at work digging, and when 382 feet 
had been reached with no indications of success the work was 
stopped. Subsequently a special scientist descended to the bottom 
of the round shaft and after a careful examination declared that 
the city of Yakutsk stands, on ground perpetually frozen ,to a 
depth of 612 feet, excepting a few feet at the surface which 
thaws out each summer. 


Beneath the rich wheat lands of Manitoba, just north of the 


United States, are frozen strata of earth that never thaw. It is 
likewise a known fact, that the soil of nearly the whole of Alaska 
is in a perpetually frozen condition, to a considerable depth, only 
a few feet down from the surface thawing out each summer.
